At CALL and POST 
presstime late Tuesday, 
homicide detectives were 
still seeking the 
whereabouts of a 17 year 
old juvenile warranted for 
the aggravated murder of a 
20 year old Southeast Side 
man who died of a gunshot 
wound he suffered outside 
Joe's Hole Bar at 1400 E. 
Main St. Sept. 16. 

Police filed a murder 
warrant Tuesday afternoon 
in Juvenile Court for the 
arrest of Arthur White, last 
known address at 1220 E. 
Livingston Ave., in con- 
nection with the fatal 
shooting of Eric C. Laws, 


961 Wilson Ave. 

Laws died at 1 am. Mon- 
day in Grant Hospital as 
result of a last Thurs- 
day's gunshot wound to 
the forenead. He became 
the year's 39th homicide 
victim and the second 
Eastside youth gunned 
down within a week's 
period. 

The shooting reportedly 
stemmed after Laws en- 
countered an unidentified 
Patron inside the notorious 
tavern and fingered the 
man for pulling a knife on 
him earlier. A shoving

District Court to issue an 
order restraining the board 
from beginning any new 
schoo! construction pen- 
— the final peomnion of 
the ora suit. 
ee bert M. Duncan 
denied the request, stating 
that the “plaintiffs have not 
demonstrated that the con- 
struction of two or three 
elementary schools would 
alter the posture of the 
system as a whole so as to 
reciude or seriously 
inhibit an effective remedy 
should one be required.” 

He cautioned, however, 
that the school board 
“might be well advised to 

. hold its building program 
in abeyance pending a 
determination of the merits 
of this case.” | 

“Any litigant which is 
potentially the subject of 
an. ‘injunctive decree 
should think twice before 
indulging in an activity 
which will alter the status 
quo and which may 
therefore require, should a 
decree be necessary, a 
more sweeping remedy 
than might other wise have 
been the case," Duncan's 
order stated. 

Duncan's caution ap- 
parently had its effect on 
black board members Wat- 
son Walker and David 
Hamlar, who had voted last 
month to authorize the ad- 
ministration to go ahead 
with the bidding process. 
The other black board 
member, Marie Castleman, 


* his consistently voted . 


against canstruction in 
racially isolated areas. 

Walker referred to Dun- 
can's statement at 
Tuesday's meeting in ex- 
plaining his vote against 
the construction, and 
stated; “Maybe we should 
not be so speedy in 
making the decision as it 
may, in the near future, 
backfire.” 

Hamlar said he made up 


his mind to vote against 
the construction when he 
learned that the schools 
where the students from

Hamiar noted that 
promises have - been 
changed before and 
Walker pointed out that the 
time of the former vote, the 
board did not have an ad- 

‘monition from the judge.

Ann Walker ‘Focus’ Show 
Due Back On Tube Dec. |

Benjamin McKeel, vice- 
president and general 
manager of WCMH-TV 4 
said Monday that Ann 
Walker's “Focus On 
Columbus,” presently ab- 
sent from the station's 
schedule, will return-to the 
air “sometime after Dec. 


McKee! told the CALL & 
POST that the popular 
public service interview 
program “has definitely 
not been cancelled.” 

McKeel said that

“We think of it as a sport 
that‘can bring people from 
all walks of life together,” 
says IFBB President Ben 
Weider, who confides that 
the organization has been 
recognized since 1970 by 
the International Amateur 
Sports Federation. 

Let’s face it Ben, the 
average outsider doesn't 
need to take Nu Life 
Vitamins to know that a bit 
of voyeurism and personal 

otism- still remains in the 
slightly-claded ‘‘style 
show.”

Biography of the Week 


In this Bicentennial year, the Federal 
Energy Administration will publish a series 
of profile studies on black scientists and 
inventors, acknowledging their con- 
tributions to the history of American tech- 
nology. The first is a salute to the late 
Lewis H. Latimer for his achievement in 
the electric lighting industry. He was the 
only black member of the Edison pioneers, 
&@ research team that worked for Thomas 
A. Edison, the inventor of the electric light 
bulb. 

FEA’s tribute follows a recent Energy 
Research and Development Admin- 
istration's announcement that will grant 
$300,000 to a California inventor to 
develop a electric light bulb that could last 
10 years and use 70 percent less energy 
than conventional bulbs. 

FEA Administrator Frank G. Zarb said, 
“This agency is proud to acknowledge the 
many achievements of Lewis H. Latimer in 
the electric lighting industry and the role 
Of the black scientist and inventor in the 
development of this nation's technology." 

Born in Boston in 1848, Latimer atten- 
ded elementary school in his native city, 
and at the age of 17 became an office boy 
in a patent office where drawings of inven- 
tions were made for the U.S. Patent Office 
in Washington, D.C. 

He soon worked his way up to a drafts- 
man position and prepared the drawing 
accompanying Alexander Graham Bell's 
application of a patent on the telephone. 

Latimer's most significant patent. was 
issued for his invention of an improved 
method of making the bulb filament that- 
Gives off the light. His second patent was

In 1884, Latimer began his 30 year asso- 
ciation with Thomas Edison. For many 
years he traveled around the country. ap-

The political system that protects white 
privilege in South Africa has laid down 
that blacks have no permanent rights in 
the “white” urban areas. They are defined 
as temporary sojourners whose per- 
manent. home is a Bantustan - the par- 
ticular Bantustan depending on the per- 
son’s su ethnic origin. Thus, by 
definition, Africans are d of ail 
political and economic rights in 87 percent 
of South Africa, the “white” area, in return 
for the doubtful privilege of citizenship in 
a bit of the remaining 13 percent, the total 
black area. 

The aim of the whole system is to 
provide the white-owned economy with a 
constant flow of cheap black labor and, as 
far as possible, to prevent the develop- 
ment of a large settled urban black 
Population, which has always been seen 
as a threat to white dominance. So blacks 
may work in towns, but they must never 
‘egard those towns as homes; they are 
merely migrants in a white society. 

In spite Of the theory that blacks must 
only regard town and cities as temporary 
working places, and the Bantustans as 
home, there are in fact large black 
pegged in_every black township in 

th Africa.. The largest black city is 
Soweto (population 1 1/2 million) where 
the recent angry uprisings began. It is the 
primary ghetto for Johannesburg, South 
Africa’s biggest industrial and mining city. 

At least 400,000 Soweto residents have 
no proper houses. Eighty-six percent of 
the houses that do exist have no elec- 
tricity, and few have waterborne sewerage, 
proper bathrooms or even running 
water. are no cinemas, six gas 
Stations, one bank; no supermarkets, no 
pharmacy, no bakery, no savings bank, no 
car dealer, no department store. Small 
black traders run general stores; since 
1968 each trader has been allowed one 
trading license and has not been permit- 
ted to conduct business “for any purpose 
other than that of providing for the daily 
essential domestic requirements of the 
Bantu residents.” No black may own land 
or a house in Soweto or in vd other town 
or city. Nor are they allowed to develop 
any economic independence; they must 
simply serve the white economy. 

Some argue that economic growth and 
industrialization will automatically bring in 
their wake an improved life for black 
people. This argument is popular with US 
investors, who now have a $1.5 billion 
stake in preserving stability in South 
Africa. In fact, time has exposed the 
fatuousness of this \belief more clearly 
than any argument could. There is intense

Department. All blacks have to have per- 
mission to live in Soweto; a wife may not 
automatically join her husband, nor a child 
its mother. Loss of a job usually means 
loss of the “right” to stay in the area, as 
does anything that causes one to lose 
favor with the local authorities. People are 
continually “endorsed” out of the area, 
back to the Bantustans. Every black per- 
son in Soweto is constantly threatened by 
a network of apartheid-entorcing laws, 
and ay year one in four adults is 
arrested for some contravention of the 
pass laws. 

The mass uprisings beginning in June 
belong in that context. The South African 
Government hes blamed “outside agl- 
tators" and “Communists” for the vio- 
lence.

But the 
real causes of the confrontation lie 
elsewhere - in the intensifying oppression 
of the blacks by white South Africa and in 
the spreading militant mood of the black 
population.

Kissinger’s African 
Negotiations 


Secretary of State Henry Kissinger's delicate 
negotiations with South Africa mdy help decide the 
future of Southern Africa—whether It reverts to majority 
rule peacefully, or is plunged into prolonged and bitter 
warfare. 

Secretary Kissinger has eloquently castigated South 
Africa’s apartheid system for the moral abomination it is, 
but he'll have to go beyond words to demonstrate that 
his current round of negotiations are free of the ulterior 
motive of preserving minority white rule there. 

As of this writing, Dr. Kissinger is trying to get South 
Africa’s Prime Minister Vorster's aid in pressuring the 
minority white government of Rhodesia to grant majority 
rule, and to bring about ity rule in Namibia, curren- 
tly illegally controlled by th Africa. . 

Why should Vorster agree?7There's only one reason. 
By agreeing to throw Rhodesia's white government out, 
and to allow Namibia to become independent, he hopes 
ta relleve the international pressure on South Africa. 

He may think he's holding a strong hand but he’s not 
and Secretary Kissinger should not fall for that kind of 
deal. There's no way Rhodesia can hold out ac nal 
protracted guerrilia warfare, and the entire international! 
community will stand fast for Namibian independence no 
matter what South Africa does. 

Vorster is faced with a tough situation. He's got black 
governments in bordering countries that used to be 
ruled by Portugal. He's trying to distance himself from a 
white Rhodesia that can't possibly hold out. He’s 
resigned to Namibia becoming i t In @ year or 
80. He faces.the possibility of extended guerrilla warfare 
on his borders. And his own government is facing 
serious black resistance. 

So why throw him a lifeline? America's role should not 
be to save minority white rule in South Africa. it should 
be to convince Vorster he’s got to make changes in his 
doomed apartheid system and that no matter what hap- 
pens, even if South Africa is invaded, we won't lift a 
wees to help him. 

Kissinger visit to South Africa gives the Vorster 
regime a big boost, and the Secretary should demand 
that, as the price of his visit, South Africa's rulers release 
black political and union leaders and journalists now Im- 
prisoned. And he definitely should not leave South 
Africa without conducting extensive talks with blacks 
there, and he should visit the black township of Soweto 
if only to demonstrate America’s concern with the plight 
of South Africa’s biacks. 

In his negotiations, Dr. Kissinger ought to be con- 
sulting closely with black African and should en- 
ter Into no agreement with South Africa that does not 
have their concurrence. 

Dr. Kissinger should be commended for the political 
risks he’s taking in trying to turn America's African 
policy around. His tilt to black Africa and to majority rule 
has led to strong attacks from right wingers still mourn- 
ing the end of colonial rule. 

© get a new, sounder African policy through, he’s tur- 
ning to black Americans for support. This is a Startling 
reversal of past practice. Before, N cared what

A 
black man must not show 
up in sartorial splendor 
during the trial. He does 
not have to bend to Uncle 
Tom garments but simple 
garb might help a lot in the 
attitude of the whites who 
are handling the case and 
the jurors that have to 
decide. The white man can 
generate no kind thoughts 
towards a black man 
dressed better than him. 

That is a very important 
point in the psychological 
attitude of jurymen. 
Jurymen stand before the 
court and swear that thev 
will decide in all fairness, 
but where is there an in- 
strument that can reveal 
what real attitudes jurk 
deep within one's racial 
feelings? 

How would one arrive at 
a figure of $4 million 
dollars in damages, in- 
juries sustained at the 
hands of the police? it is 
the same question asked in 
the Kent State College in- 
cident in which parents of 
slaughtered students at- 
tempted to collect large 
sums from the State of 
Ohio in suits over the 
Orootegs. 

Mr. ite was allegedly 
chased by police cruisers 
for some reason and cor- 
nered by them. The 
element of a frame up per- 
meated the testimony, to 
be sure, and all of that 
should have been in favor 
of . Mr. White, but 
evaluating the amount of 
damage done him in the 
action — how .does one 
evaluate?

of view for him, for so 
much of the testimony did 
reveal what could be 
catled police overof-- 
ficiousness in the arresting 
action. 

It was an all white jury. 
Mr. White may not have 
fared any better with 
blacks on the jury for black 
people lean over back- 
wards on juries calling 
themselves being fair. 
They will hang a black man 
before a white jury would 
even think of it. It stems 
from thé ground-in hate of 
blacks for biacks. 

The police, finding no 
evidence that White was 
armed when his car was 
stopped, planted evidence 
but integrity: among the 
police officers wae not let 
down completely so the 
alleged gun toting Mr. 
White was found to be 
unarmed. Shots rang ail 
around him and one officer 
shot in fear, according to 
his testimony, explaining: 
“| was in great fear of my 
life.” The episode was 
Pretty poor performance by 
the police. 

Centuries of race 
prejudice cannot be ex- 
Ppunged from the white 
man's inner feelings about 
blacks and, ever so subtley 
present, they remain there 
as an important deciding 
factor. The black man must 
always realize its being 
there in dealing with the 

white man in court or 
elsewhere in hiring and 
arrests. o ; 

There is no blind justice 
listening to testimony 
without any notion as to 
who is racially. The justice 
is made up of humans who 
cannot divest their inner- 
selves of ethnic prejudice. 

Another chapter in 
police overzealousness 
against blacks ended in 
the James A. White case. 
The jury thought White 
deserved no financial 
redress whatever and 
recommended none. It can 
be conjectured. that-if- Mr. 
White had been white, he 

ty would have got- 

Nn. some money at a lower 
figure but the question stil! 
haunts one — what black 
man is worth $4 million in 
the minds of white people? 

Mr. White asked for what 
he thought all the trouble 
the police had caused him 
was worth. The jury was 
not impressed enough with 
his misfortune to offer a 
reduced amount. They 
were not ‘about ready’ to 
side with a black man 
against white men. 

The plaintiff, James 
White, had too much going 
the other way from him, his 
race, the money asked in 
the law suit, his fine 
clothes, so much better 
looking than those worn by 
jurymen. His courtroom 
demeanor was excellent 
but the other factors got in 
the way, obstructing his 
winning.

Dr. Mordecai Johnson 
First Black President 
Of Howard Univ. Dies 


Dr. Mordecai Wyatt 
Johnson, the first black 
president of Howard 
University, died last Friday 
at his home. He was 86 
years old. 

When Dr. Johnson 
became president in 1926, 
Howard University had lit- 
tle money. Johnson fought 
for federal assistance for 
two years and in 19286, 
President Calvin Coolidge. 
signed a bill making the 
University’s annual federal 
grant permanent. 

Under his administration, 
the University acquired a 
new library, a power plant, 
buildings for the School of 
Engineering and Architec- 
ture, the College of Den- 
tistry and the College of 
Pharmacy, five women's 
dormitories, and three. 
recitation halls. 

Dr. Johnson received a 
bachelor degree from 
Morehouse College and 
Chicago University. In 
1922, he received a S.T.M. 
degree from Harvard 
University. and held 
honorary degrees from 
Howard University, 
Morehouse College, and 
Gammon Theological 
Seminary. 

Dr. Johnson was also 
pastor of the First Baptist 
Church, Charleston, West 
Virginia, where he 
organized the Rochdale

Cooperative Cash Grocery 
and a branch of the 
NAACP, totaling 1,000 
members. He was a 
recipient of the Spingarn 
award for public service, 
the highest award given by 
the NAACP. 

Dr. Johnson, whose first 
wife died in 1968, is sur-- 
vived by his second wife 
Anna, two daughters, three 
sons, 20 grandchildren and 
six great-grandchildren:

In an article condensing 
excerpts from his recently 
completed master’s thesis, 
Harold L..Carter focuses 
on historical examples to 
ilustrate that involvement: 

Carter's thesis, available 
for reference at the Ohio 
State University Library 
and the main branch of the 
Columbus Public Library, 
is entitled ‘‘Domestic 
Colonialism and Problems 
of Black Education, With 
Special Reference to 
Columbus, Ohio” 
(copyright 1976 by Harold 
L. Carter, all rights reser- 
ved). Carter's article 
follows: 

By 1829, the state legis- 
lature had excluded blacks 
and mulattoes from com- 
mon schools supported by 
both black and white 
citizens. Authorization for 
boards of education to 
establish separate biack 
and white school districts, 
with the black schools in 
black school districts to be 
financed by a tax on black 
people, was provided by 
the Ohio islature by a 
Feb. 24, 1848, act. 

In 1849, the Columbus 
School Board passed a 
resolution stating that it 
was “inexpedient to admit 
colored children into the 


+ public schools of the city,” 


and that the city of Colum- 
bus would constitute one 
schoo! district for black 
children. In 1854, the 
Columbus School Board 
further ruled that there 
would be no mixed 
schools. 

An 1878 Ohio law which 
provided for all-white and 
all-black schools was 
repealed on Feb. 22, 1887.
